Rear Admiral Sigsbee’s Mission 


Completed in Most Satis 


factory Manner. 


Annapolis, Md., July 24.—The John 
Paul Jones expedition, commanded by 
Hear Admiral Sigsbee, completed its 
mission with the landing of the body 
of the distingulsed dead this morning. 
The eight ships of the squadron, four 
cruisers and four battleships, rested 
all day Sunday in the anchorage off 
the naval academy, lying in double 
column, with the cruisers, headed by 
the Brooklyn, nearest the city. 
The 
day was without ceremony with the 
exception of the exchange of calls be­ 
tween admirals and the superinten­ 
dent of the naval academy and Ad­ 
mirals Sigsbee and Davis and Captain 
Gervais of the French cruiser Jurien 
de la Graviere. 
On the half deck of 
the Brooklyn, in a specious compart­ 
ment at the entrance to the cabin of 
Admiral Sigsbee, reposed the remains 
of John Paul Jones, contained in a 
casket of lead, enclosed in another of 
wood of handsome design, and draped 
with the colors. 
Constant guard was 
kept by an armed Jackie, 
Admiral 
Sigsbee regards his mission as emi­ 
nently 
successful 
and 
satisfactory. 
His squadron 
..as steamed 
nearly 
7,000 miles without delay on account 
of accident or mishap to machinery. 
In detailing a brief account of his trip 
Admiral Sigsbee said: 
“Our recep­ 
tion abroad was a magniiicent tribute. 
It was most generous and hearty in 
the honors paid, not only to the dis­ 
tinguished dead, but to the navy of the 
United States.” 
At 8 o’clock this morning Hear Ad­ 
miral Sigsbee saluted Hear Admiral 
Sands with thirteen guns, and the sa­ 
lute was returned from the shore bat­ 
teries. A salute to the squadron from 
the French cruiser was then given and 
returned. With these formalities over 
the active transier of the body was 
begun. The personnel of the fleet was 
put ashore in small boats to form an 
imposing guard of honor when the 
body was landed. 
Its transfer to the 
shore was made on the naval tug 
Standish, am' the landing made on a 
float draped and moored to the wharf. 
It was there placed in a hearse and 
transferred to the vault in the acad­ 
emy grounds. The only ceremony was 
the reading of Psalms by Chaplain 1!. 
H, Clark of the academy. 
Admiral Sigsbee will give a d in n er 
this evening aboard the Brooklyn, at 
which the French captain Gervais will 
be the guest of honor. 
The captains 
of the cruisers and their aides and 
Admiral Sands will ho guests. 
The 
fleet of battleships left their anchor­ 
age today and dropped down the bay 
Admiral Sigsbee will proceed with his 
fleet to TompkfnsvlUe Tuesday. 
His 
ships will be there laid up for repairs. 
The French cruiser will depart Tues­ 
day for Martinique.

--H. B. Wilson, of Milroy, was in 
the city today. 


A black mare, owned by Joe CTark, 
son of 0. G. Clark, proprietor of the 
Rush County Mills, 
while standing 
hitched, about 7 o’clock Saturday eve­ 
ning to a tree in front of the Clark 
residence, corner of Sexton and Fifth 
sreets, became frightened at J. T. Ar- 
buckle’s Oldsmobile, broke loose and 
ran away, demolishing the bnggv. 
The animal was standing with its 
head to the south when the'automobile 
approached from the north. 
In the 
automobile were seated Mr. and Mrs. 
Arbuckle. 
The animal heard tho machine com­ 
ing, but seemingly paid no attention 
to it. 
As the auto became abreast of 
the horse, she backed slightly, trem­ 
bled and then (leaped forward, break­ 
ing the hitch rein Site ran across Mr. 
Clark’s yard striking the buggy, a fine 
one, against a [tree "and npsetting it 
The vehicle was then dragged west on 
Fifth street at breakneck speed, and 
south through the first alley on the 
left side of the street.

Such was the report received at 
headquarters from Commander Ger- 
aghty, Captain Wagner and Lieutenant 
McCord, of the Rushville fleet of ball 
’tossers, which did battle at Oonuers- 
ville Sunday afternoon. 
The report sent a chill to the bone 
in eacli and every Rushvillian. for 
high hopes had been pinned to the 
fleet when it sailed away. 
The hard 
part of it was that the marksmanship 
ofjjthe Rushville batsmen|was decided­ 
ly bad. 
Only once did the locals suc- 
ceedjn getting a good shot at gunner 
Goar’s delivery and that shot had no 
effect upon the result of the contest. 
Gunner McCord for the locals was a 
trifle wild and though his shooting 
was effective at times, he was unable 
to withstand the charge of his oppo­ 
nents. and consequently allowed the 
Counersvillians to bag the game in the 
fourth inning. 
McCord is 
certainly an unlucky 
pitcher. 
He was not at his best yes­ 
terday. 
He«was very wild and it was 
virtually this wildness that lost the 
game. 
Connersville won the game in 
exactly the same manner that Greens - 
burg did Snnday two weeks 
ago. 
Rushville'had her usual bad inning 
and it was iu this inning that the 
game was lost. 
The locals have no excuses to make. 
McCord announced tliat he was in fine 
feather before tbe game, bnt he proved 
to be mistaken. 
The best team won. 
The loss of the game cannot be attrib­ 
uted to the work of umpire Quinn, 
although he made some very bad mis­ 
takes. Oonuersville, however, suffered 
as much from these mistakes as did 
Rushville. We believe that Quinn was 
honest in his decisions and that tie 
tried to be fair. Some off his decisions 
eountedfheavily against Rushville, but 
Manager Gcraghty would permit no 
rag-chewing on the part of the locals. 
Connersville kicked at 
several de­ 
cisions. 
There were two instances of dirty 
ball playing on the pert of Conners - 
ville. 
Twice did Becker try to block 
tbe ball, once by throwing up, his 
band|wlule running to first base from 
tbe plate, in order to block a ball 
thrown 
by;H iatt to Wagner, after 
tbe former had muffed Becker’s third 
strike, and again by kicking the ball 
after it dropped from Joe Herold’s 
mit at third when it was thrown by 
Hiatt in order to catch Becker 'uap- 
ping. 
Goar was in fine form and held the 
locals to one hit and it was of the 
scratch variety. 
Hiatt sent a hot one 
toFiorea in the fifth inning which the 
latter did not quite reach. 
Outran 
and Wagner came very near getting 
hits, but Goar and Florea succeeded 
in partially stopping these hot ones. 
The locals did not get a man past 
second base, and only once did they 
get a man on second. This was in the 
seventh inning, and Rushville could 
have scored at that time l»ad they 
played the game. 
Carter was first up 
and he fanned, Dugan, sent a long fly 
to Hassett which the latter ¡dropped. 
Wagner knocked a terrifiic grounder 
to Florea which the latter fumbled. 
Rushville then had men on first and 
second respectively. 
“ Johnson” came 
to bat, and instead of bunting down 
the first base line, drove a hot one to 
Goar, who threw the ball to Pritchett, 
and the latter throwing it toJThomas, 
retired thejside on a |donble play. 
The local team wore its new uni­ 
forms for the first time and showed up 
well. 
Tbe Rushville players had a 
hard time getting reconciled to tbe 
s’ippery grounds and in the first three 
innings made three errors, Bush slip­ 
ping and fumbling the ball. Carter 
fniubieing 
a grounder and McCord 
throwing wild to first 
base. 
G<*ar 
was a trifle wild daring' the early 
part of the game, but his pitching im­ 


proved with each ball thrown. 
In the fourth McCord started tbe 
fireworks. 
Becker was first up and 
he was presented with a base on balls, 
Goar grounded out, Carter to W&guer. 
After McCord had two balls on Bosler, 
the next man up, he put one squarely | 
over the plate.

Bank’s Books. 


Hagerstown, Ind., July 24.—Scarcely 
less sensational than the suicide of 
John Bowman come the developments 
following 
the 
examination 
cf 
the 
bank’s books. 
Receiver Spekenhicr 
has throw n open the doors of the bank 
and announces that he is ready to re­ 
ceive the pass-books of depositors for 
the purpose of comparing them with 
the books as kept in the bank. 
The result in most cases is ampmig. 
Depositors who supposed, according to 
their pass-books, that they had good 
sized balances in tbe bank« are in­ 
formed that the books show against 
them, and the evidence of the books 
will be taken in the absence of a con­ 
clusive showing by the depositor. 
In 
most cases it will be impossible for the 
depositors to offer conclusive proof 
that their own showing is right and 
the books of the bank wrong. 
Every depositor will be put on oath 
and their statements reduced to writ­ 
ing, and in case false testimony is of­ 
fered for the purpose of securing a 
larger sum trom the bank than they 
are entitled to, the matter will be 
handed over to the grand jury. 
The 
situation is a most trying one for the 
800 depositors, who feel that they 
know how their accounts stand and 
yet hesitate to make onth for fear 
there Is a possibility of being wrong. 
The feeling of bitterness against Bow­ 
man and his criminally loose meth­ 
ods is growing stronger as day by d*»y 
shows the utter abandon and reckless­ 
ness with which he took the people’s 
money.

The horrible au tomobile accident 
near here last Friday night in which 
a fou rteen-year-old girl was bu rned to 
death and other persons severely in 
ju red has called « he attention of many 
people to the fact that the new state 
law regu lating the speed of au tos Ir 
not being enforced. 
It is practically 
a dead letter and there has hardly 
been an effort to test it. 
The mem­ 
bers of the recent legislatu re spent a 
lot of time discu ssing the au tomobile 
bills and finally passed one that was 
generally regarded as a remedy for 
the evils that are known to exist, bu t 
there is no record of where prosecu ­ 
tions have been had u nder it. 
Au to 
drivers are at ill u sing the pu blic high 
wary» for race cou rses, endangering 
lives and property. 
One state official 
said today that if the law were en 
forced by local officials that the liabili­ 
ty of accident wou ld be greatly les­ 
sened. bu t he added that the law might 
as well be off the hooks as on u nless 
there is some disposition shown to 
carry ou t Its provisions. 
Hu ndreds of 
licenses have been issu ed at the secre­ 
tary of state's office, showing that the 
sale an« l u se of the machines has in­ 
creased at a rapid pace, hu t as stated, 
there are bu t few instances wherein 
the new law has been enforced. 


The mails arriving here are loaded 
down with cigarette papers sent ou t 
su pposedly by the tobacco tru st, which! 
is doing a thriving mail order bu siness 
since the drastic anti-cigarette law 
was enacted. While a ju dge here held 
that cigarettes cou ld be imported in-

marked frequ eaJy tnat there is less’ 
smoking on the streets here than ever 
before. Once in a while a man or boy 
is met with a cigarette between his 
teeth, bu t tney are not ru n into at 
every step like they were before the 
law was pas'-vd. p is probably safe to * 
say that the law has redu ced cigarette 
smoking at least 50 per cent. Two ap­ 
peals from the lower cou rts are now 
pending in the su preme cou rt, and it 
is likely that the constitu tionality of 
the law will be determined shortly 
after the opening of the fall !« *rm.

brou ght down the wrath of Rev. Shaw. 
“Governor 
lanly is a coward, and 
I don’t care how soon he knows that 
I said it,” declared Rev. Shaw. 
“Any 
man who will shirk responsibility de­ 
volving on him as an officer in the 
exalted position he occu pies is not de­ 
serving of being called anything else. 
Why (Lies Governor Hanly seek to en 
force the saloon laws and permit the 
chief of police at Michigan City to 
hu rl in his teetb ths statement that he 
will make no attempt to enforce the 
anti-cigarette law in that city. 
The 
tobacco tru st mu st feel flattered at 
the governor’s policy of discrimina­ 
tion. 
The governor does not hesitate 
to safegu ard the dilapidat *d, depleted 
sot by enforcing rigidly the anti-saloon 
laws, bu t he forgets the men of to­ 
morrow—ou r boys—and allows cigar­ 
ette material to be sent broadcast 
throu ghou t the state withou t making 
any attempt to su ppress the vice. 
Has he inqu ired of the postmaster 
general as to the legality of the traf­ 
fic throu gh the mails?

The attack on the governor created 
a sensation in the big congregation.

to Rest. 
San Diego, Cab. J ly 24.—They bu r­ 
led the Bennington’s dead Su nday— 
forty-seven of them—in a common 
grave. 
Oh the crest of fie promon­ 
tory of Loraa, high above the shim­ 
mering water of » an 
Diego bay on 
the one side and 
within sou nd of the 
booming su rf of 
the Pacific on the 
other, they were 
laid to rest in the 
peacefu l 
little 
military 
bu rying 
grou nd? Withou t the crash of dru m 
or the sontid of brass, withou t pomp 
or parade, yet with simple impressive­ 
ness. all honor was paid the nation’s 
dead. 
Army and navy paid their last trib­ 
u tes, no less sincere than the simple 
grief of the representatives of peace, 
who made the long jou rney arou nd or 
across the great bay. 
From F« >rt Ros~ 
ecrans came the 115th company of 
coast heavy artillery: from the city of 
San Diego the naval reserves; from 
the Universal Brotherhood*» home on 
Point Loma a company of khaki-clad 
repr« 'sentatives, and from the govern 
ment ship Fortu ne a dozen of their 
sailors. Bu t the most impressive body 
of mou rners were the fifty-two men 
from the aattered Bennington. 
Be 
side these there were hu ndreds of civ­ 
ilians who, u nthou ghtfu l of the fa­ 
tigu ing jou rney from the city, brou ght 
their offerings of flowers to lay u pon 
the graves. 
San Diego was a city of mou rning. 
Althou gh the peope! of this little city 
have taken in the Bennington catastro­ 
phe an interest that was personal to 
all from the moment that it happened, 
they set apart the beau tifu l Sabbath 
day to pay last and loving tribu te to 
the dead. 
Thou sands filed throu gh 
the morgu es with arms filled with 
flowers, dropping the blossoms here 
and there u pon some u nfortu nate flag 
draped cofFn. 
u ther thou sands gath­ 
ered in the plaza, from whence the 
procession of coffin-laden wag ms was 
to start. 
Promptly at noon the long line of 
vehicles 
began 
ihe 
long 
jou rney 
arou nd the bay to the bu rial place. 
There were no bands-of mu sic to stir 
the people with dolefu l melody—every­ 
thing was qu iet and bu sinesslike. The 
task was too big to be hampered by 
any u sages of ordinary fu nerals. 
For 
ty-seven men were to be bu ried, and 
to bu ry them it was necessary to hau l 
them ten miles u p steep hills and 
along 
du sty 
roads. 
Every 
casket 
bore a beau tifu lly execu ted wreath 
thou ghtfu lly sent by the San Diego 
commercial todies. 
The flags came 
from the nation in whose service they 
had died. 
Every one of the plain, 
black-stained caskets was draped with 
the national emblem, and the plain 
commercial u tility of the dead wagons 
was disgu ised u nder the folds of the 
national colors. 
Fr<jm noon u ntil 3 
o’clock these dead-bu rdened wagons 
toiled toward the bu rial grou nds, and 
not u ntil almost half past fou r was the 
last casket placed in the rodk-ribbed 
trench.
